Credit Conditions Unchanged, 


The last week’s gyrations in the secur? 
ities markets appear to have no appre- 
ciable effect on general credit conditions. 
The weekly report of the federa] reserve 
System shows practically no change in 
loans, although in New York and Chi- 
cago rediscounts declined $16,976,000 and 
$8,931,000 respectively. ‘The whole sys- 
tem shows an increase of $3,070,000 in 
,open market bills purchased and addi- 
tional purchases aggregating $12,109,000 


in government securities. 


Gold and total reserves increased $4,- 
676,000 and $7,306,000 respectively. A 
decline of $18,481,000 at New York was 
nearly offset by a gain of 17,683,000. at 
Chicago. Deposits for the System ex- 
panded $5,124,000, with. member bank 
reserve credits declining $8,329,000 and 
government deposits increasing $15,911,- 
000. Note circulation expanded $14,404,. 
000. The ratio of reserves to liabilities 
Stands at 71.7, compared with 71.8 per 
cent in the preceding week. The New 
York ratio is 75.4, compared with 76; 
and the Chicago ratio is 74.6, compared 


with 70.4 per cent.
